The plant of the Frontenac Oil Com- 
pany In Jlontreal East was recently 
inspected by the Chem'cal Indu.slry 
Club and the process of manufacture 
was explained to the members. 

Before see'ng tho different phases Ir 
operafon, the general process wa.', 
outlined by the chief choinist, Mr. 
Wale-. 

It wai explained that the crack'ntj 
of crude oil Is divided 'nto two classes, 
namely t'qiiid phase cracking, and 
vapour phase cracking. After much 
costly experlmonting the latter process 
was found In bo most efficient and is 
'n iiiio here. 

Unlike ordinary fract'onatlon, hero 
ail the reriiiircd heat l.s given lo tho 
'.riiilc product before it enters the 
fractionating columns. 

Thus the crude oil is first super- 
heated lo GOO degrees V. developing a 
prciiKuro of 200 pounds per squari* 
'iicli. It now passes ns vapour Into tho 
first column where at alioitt DûO de- 
grees K nmt at grcnlly reduced press- 
ure, heavy fuel o l condciise^i um'i

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WORK AND PLAY 

ANOTHER of those profound decisions made at the Cercle Français states 
that work is necessary to happiness. 
The ereat difficulty in the debate centred around the nteanlng of work. 
Accordlnf: to some authorities any enfcrpr!.»p can be osUed work, aocorJing 
to others, work is only that action done under compulsion. Perhaps the hlpli 
cost of living may constitute this compulsion, or perhaps physical force. The 
debater who brought this opinion before the Cercle did not explain himself 
on that point. 

Whenever work Is mentioned, play is usually thought of as being its 
antithesis, Wtih this In view, work would appear to be activity towards a 
detlalte and different end; and play activity for activity's s.ikc. 

Thus a basketball contest is a game If played merely for the fun of play- 
Inf It, but becomes work If It Is played for money, or for the strengthening 
of one's body. The Idea of compulsion would still hold, if one could be 
considered to compel one's self itr work. 

Work can easily have an element of play in it. A great doctor might 
easily enjoy his practice as well as derive his income from it. The test of 
this play element would consist in an affirmative answer to the question, 
"Would I continue my practice it no financial end could be Involved?" 

,Work that contains the element of pliiy Is the most valuable type of work. 
Oai^S|^ngteég^^ the proverb, is worth a hundred forced men, and if wo 
MyS^S^ior^^iirselves to work we are bound to lose interest and energ^•. 

The daaffer|la'play Is that it tend? to eliminate the sense of ro.<ponfiliility 
and reUablllty, which arc two factors sadly lacking in the average worker — 
the average worker in the new world, at any rate. That aspect of play in- 
troduced into work Is a great fault. 

But the fault that often seems to accompany it Is greater. It is the fault 
of allowing too much work in play. Pure recreation seems ;o he against the 
tender consciences of so many people. Work tends to burden the mind and 
body not to relieve them. The only -sort of play that accomplishes its object 
perfectly is spontaneous play, play which revels in the Joy of life and does 
not have some unpleasant ulterior motive in view. 

The grea.t object of play is recreation. Recreation is not an end to be 
gained by play. If it is looked upon in this light it ceases to become perfect 
recreation. Recreation is p'.ay itself. Most universities are quite right in 
using the word "•sport" Instead of the word 'play''. 

Seme qualities of play mix well with wc-k and should never be left out 
of work. The converse is also uue. Probably the one common ethical quality 
of both work and play, that can be used toTqtial advantage in both functions, 
is the sense of happiness.

VALUE OF THE SILVER SCREEN 

'THB attraction and influence which the mavlag picture hai come to exert 
• throughout the ciAilized world today Is undoubted. Unfortunateiy, how. 
ever, this power do-s liot se-m to be generally eierted in the right direction 
The film is irjcllr.cd to cater t? the public in the form of diversion and enter- 
^talnment, often seeking merely to reflect social fashions, or to coll from some 
popular story the dramatic element which lends Itself to scenario treatment 
and -which at the same time may attract the public eye. 

Bat^^amia the trash and inane material which the film is circulating in 
tUa manner, there are encouraging signs of another sort which point the 
way to improvement and to a dignifying of the vocation the film agency may 
discharge. The employment of the moving picture as a means ot bcoad- 
casting 'world news and of bringing all parts of the globe closer home to those 
who arejina.ble to see them for themselves, its uses In the exposition of me- 
chanical arts and scientific research.- only indicate its posslbilties. 

"^"ith the evidences of photographic art seen In any fi.'sl clans produc- 
tion at the present time it seems clear that the sliver screen is capable of 
being made a valuable auxiliary of educational effort In the field of medi 
cine, especially, there seems room for advancement and improvement in this 
direction. Medical experts In the United States are beginning to see this 
and are making use of the moving picture In lecture! Ir. order to illustrate 
their subject matt^-r vividly and effectively by means of slow motion. In 
this way the ' ri' : hrs ovtF 'jj ■Jlfr-ase may be more elearly traced, while the 
process of nurgi'.nl opérations can also be Illustrated and kept at hand for 
reference during lectures. 

In the same connection it has been suggested that the film ran be of ser- 
vice In instructing nurses in the duties and routine of hospital service which 
can be more lmpr<?rive!y taught and better fm'-mbered by means of screen 
illustration. On broader lines, a campaign on behalf of first aid and the 
hygenlo precautions to be observed for the preservation of health might be 
further developed. 

In all branches of education it would seem (hat the film could be used 
to advantage. In ilie timtni'-iii of n'jinr- Fiji j'-Tis i( would be more useful than 
in others. Eut in many the jiialtr-r could be made more Interesting and In- 
structive l.y means of films. In the medical faculty and In science and den- 
tlstry the oppoctunltles are numerous and there are openings In several de- 
partments In arts and commerce. The Introduction of the silver screen Into 
«■yutem* of niiplit y.r Oiffi-ult and expensive, but Its wider copablll- 

ties along fOucullonal liriri- ai< jna nifirt.

"Among 
theitt. of their ninrrl.igca .md love af- 
fairs, there had been born a composite 
character, the soul of the race that was 
not actually a race; aomething so 
vague that one recognized it only as 
.m atmosphere, a special brightness, or 
a peculiar quality of tho tompera- 
mcnt.s anJ ciiftoms and fortunes of 
.Vmericans; as it it were tho god of the 
place." -Alwyn gropes towards an nn- 
iilysls of this soul; his mind wanders 
aanong the old family'' daguerreotpyes. 
This soul of America: perhaps he 
could evolve "an honest generalization 
of one's family Intimate history, true, 
perhaps, of America as a whole?" 

The rest of the book Is devoted lo 
disjointed sketches of his relations, 
starting with the grandparents and 
descending to his Aunt Flora. Most of 
their lives center In Wisconsin, but 
some carry the reader to Missouri, to 
Cuba In the Spanish- American War, 
and to'Lotidon. The element of reli- 
gion which loomed, and still looms, 
large in the Middle West Is the pre- 
dominating note in nearly all the 
sketches. 

When Galsworthy attempted a simi- 
lar exposition of the soul of England 
exemplified in the upper middle class 
he made use of the conventional story 
telling method to set forth his soclolo 
glcal studies. But here there la .no 
plot, no continuity, merely a aeries ot 
dellcately-drawn character sketches of 
varying length, accompanied by the 
moralizlngs and comments ot Alwyn 
as he traces the habits and conduct of 
his ancestors. 

In the last chapters Alwyn, seated 
by his grandmother's (lentlibert. rc.iolien 
his concluslon.s about the .Middle AVest. 
The pioneers had failed: "ethically, si), 
daily, above all financially, they had 
mado little progress." 

Finally, says he, "The Middle Ages 
of America were coming to an end, 
leaving behind countless dcnonilnatloMs 
of I'roteslaniism Inntead of cathed- 
rals. Too soon Ihe holiness was go- 
ing out ot the land. There were mod- 
ern inventions for warming the heart, 
and certain fires with (00 bitter mnokc 
had been allowed (o go out— except 
upon oM-faFliloned hearths. And per- 
haps the children of those hearths, 

embittered by the smoke, would have 

to do the work stronger than (heir 

falhers, because they would have less 
fear ot God; more ilenpnr.ilo ^)ec«ll^e, 
lacking a Ood of resignation and for- 
gIvenesB, failure would be even more 
Intolerable. The fiKiire of America, If 
It was to he worlh troubling aboiil, de- 
pended on them."

DEALING, as It tloea with an Im- 
mediately Importunl subject, 
Tho tntornational Account* by 

Cleona Lewis should be of Interest and 
value to student* of international trade 
and to that wider public who seek to 
take an Inlolllgenl Interest In the vital 
but unsolved problem of reconstruc- 
tion. Tho book Is one of tho Institute 
ot Economics Series and well main- 
tain* their slatidard of,,careful scholar- 
ship. 

In the attempts to solve the many 
l>ost-war. problems centering round in. 
tomatlonal Indebtedness and tho Insta- 
bility of currencies, one great difficul- 
ty soon became apparent; the lack of 
any satisfactory and comparable stute- 
inents of Intornatlonal Indebtedness 
arising out of the current transactions 
of any period. Jîven x flr.1t ye,ir .stu- 
dent Is aware that an excess of ex- 
ports may not represent a f.ivourahle 
balance of trade and that before (he 
balance la struck, a large imtnber of 
diversified Item* have olso to be con- 
Hldered. A full and accurate stnteniciit 
of International Indohtedne.i.s would be 
a valuable document for many piir- 
poaea, n* Mis* Lewis doe* not tall tn 
point ou<, and what Is necessary la 
iionie agreement concerning a uniform 
technique In collection, compilation 
and presentation.

Australia, ii'oni tho i'li>M,-ai. point I'l' 
view is nulle different from lireai Url- 
tain or Ireland, Tho scnrolty ot water 
is indeed one ot the most disastrous 
natural fe.itures of Aush-nlta.

The cousenucnce has 
been :\\.\: ;!;c economic llfo of Aus- 
li-alla has been purely ISuropcan. It 
is simply a reproduction ot lîrltlsh 
evOf.onr.- si;çi;t:y modified to suit new 
conJ.t;of,s. The aborlgrlnes of Australia 
I h,-\'. e had no iaf '.ucnco on thi- history 
of tho country. They could offer no 
resistence, for the simple reason that 
th«y were absolutely barbarous and 
unskilled !n the arts of life.
